In addition, although documents 3 and 4 describe phenylpiperazine compound having 
anti-inflammatoiy effects, respectively, they do not describe or suggest the chemical 
structure of l-cyclopropylmethyl-4-[2-(3^3^>tetramethylcyclohexyi)phenylpiperazine 
described in claims 1-13 of the present application. 
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
